John Free, Ken Laverone and Rich- 
ard Roberts are also members of the 
House of Lords, with Roberts as 
chairman. 

Last week the organization re- 
leased a policy statement which said 
in part that "The Students for Educa- 
tion are dedicated to the preservation 
of individual freedom on the campus 
and in society. One should be mind- 
ful that by indivudual freedom 
we mean freedom to the extent that 
one does not infringe upon the 
constitutional rights of others." 

",,.SFE is dedicated to the idea 
that all views should be presented 
so that the individual can formulate 
his own philosophies." 

The statement declared that this 
will be done by presenting ''speakers 
of inimitable esteem, seminars of 
Significant importance and scholar- 
ship of generous proportion." 

The concluding paragraph stated 
that ''The Students for Education ac- 
knowledge the fact that the goverment 
plays a tremendous role in the life 
of the individual. It is for this 
reason that we recognize that parti- 
cipation in political activities, 
to inform or elect our representatives, 
has more and more become a part of 
each individual's life. It is our 
belief,however, that political 
organizations and activities have no 
right functioning, in classes or on 
campus, but must be limited to the 
community and nation at large. The 
student has the right to learn and 
this right can be fulfilled only by 
a campus unhampered by political 
activism." 

Roberts said that SFE was formed 
following campus incidents after Kent 
State and Cambodia, or as the state- 


ment put it, "a time when false 
charges and crude actions were being 
perpetrated by a small irresponsible 
clique on campus."' 

When asked by EY to elaborate on 
the talk they gave to the Carmel 
Kiwanias two weeks ago, the three 
refused to comment. 

At the meeting they deeply cri- 
tizized the administration, the 
faculty and activist students. They 
said that they don't want to get 
politically involved, they just want 
to get an education. 

Roberts felt that when the admini- 
stration closed the campus last 
Semester they forgot the students 
who wanted to continue with their 
studies without interruption. He 
went on to say that some professors 
indirectly make fun of the President 
while praising the enemy in class. 
This makes students distrust the sys- 
tem and the goverment, ''The new left 
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The prospective campus radio 
station at Monterey Peninsula College 
is stalled in a morass of financial 
difficulty. 

An estimated $5,000 is needed to 
start a station at MPC.. Presently 
there is only a $3,872 surplus in the 
ASMPC budget which could be used for 
such an undertaking. There is little 
if any chance for district funds and 
it is doubtful the entire ASMPC bud- 
get surplus could go to the radio 
station anyway. 

Robow Manuel, who has been leading 
the fight for the station.since the 
spring semester said ASMPC Prime 
Minister Kit Snow had last summer 
assured him of a $10,000 surplus in 
the ASMPC budget. Five thousand 
dollars was to be set aside for the 
station. 

However now that 
dwindled it appears 
monies will have to 
another source.

director described the first 
gathering as "informal."' Bob 

Windt and Craig Smith were named 
assistant program directors and 
Sherri Padgham was appointed secre- 
tary. About thirty students attended 
the meeting. 

A committee was formed to observe 
the San Mateo and Foothill JC stations. 

"The proposed station could 
reach as far as Santa Cruz," said 
the Radio Clubs technical advisor 
and MPC electronics instructor Larry 

Miller. "But it wouldn't be received 
well in Carmel Valley because it 
would be a line-of-sight station." 

The antenna would have to be ex- 
tremely high to get over the 
hills to the valley and so far 
an on campus 50 foot pole is being 
planned. 

The planned station will be 
stereo and it is hoped it will 
occupy the gym area of the armory. 
An advisory committee from local 
stations will help in the construc- 
tion of the studio. 

"Tt should take about sixty days 
to get through the FCC," said 
Miller. "It depends what is said in 
the application. There shouldn't be 
any difficulty." 

At this time no curriculum courses 
are being planned for the station. 

The administration is reportedly 
enthusiastic about the whole thing 
but Manuel said,'"Dr. Faul doesn't 
think there is enough of a completed 
planeyeca. | 

The electronics department has 
a course to prepare students for the 
second and third class broadcasting 
license. 

"The exam that potential broad- 
casters have to take is not diffi- 
cult,” said Milter: 

This’ fs not the £irstetime a 
station has been proposed at MPC. 
According to Miller a station was 
proposed about eight years ago and 
many of the parts were purchased. 
"But when many of the students gra- 
duated the following year, the idea 
died,'' said Miller. 

Editorial policy for the proposed 
station will be determined by an 
"Advisory Committee to Determine 
Editorial Policy," and will include 
one member of the administration out 
of the committee of at least seven. 

Manuel described the station as 
an "opportunity for student announ- 
cers to confront each other and feel 
out the general mood of the station 
and help with the creation of it." 

"There is a silent majority on 
this campus that got that way be- 
cause of all the bullshit there is," 
said Manuel. "If students are look- 
ing for a cause and an opportunity 
to do their own thing and for an 
organization to get actively in- 
volved in, the campus radio station 
would dig their assistance." 

Manuel stressed that ''student 
announcership is open to both men 
and women, full or part time, day or 
night students."

able to live in the institutional 
frameworks which now exist. 

The real disagreement today is 
how change is to be achieved. We 
have very little relevant knowledge 
about the process of learning and 
change, but we can already state 
with certainty that most of the ways 
we are now using to achieve change 
will necessarily be unsuccessful. As 
long as people or groups define their 
primary roles as relating to existing 
Western industrial culture they can 
not help but reinforce the patterns of

John Free motioned 
that all discussion be tabled until 
the next meeting.

parliament. All discussion on the 

radio station was tabled until this 

week's meeting. 

Other business at the September 
11 meeting included the naming of

Enrollment for Fall ‘70 Is Up 


Enrollment at MPC has risen for 
the third consecutive year, according 
to statistics given to the MPC 
board of trustees by Dean of Students 
Jack Bessire. These figures show 
that after the initial registration 
period, MPC boasts a record of 
3,256 day students, a 5.8 per cent 
increase over last year. This in- 
crease will undoubtedly rise even 
further after the late registration 
figures come in. 

The number of students attending 
MPC stands at 1,849 men and 1,407 
coeds. New students and first-time 
transfer students comprise a total 
of 1,602 with 1,613 continuing and 
returning-after-absence students 
amking up the rest of the student 
body, not counting the thousands of 
students who have enrolled in MPC's 
evening curriculum. 


According to Ruth Menmuir, head 
of registration, many of these 
students have declined to pick a 
major studies program as yet, but 
the courses that rate highest in 
popularity among the students this 
semester are Art and Humanities.

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BEAUTY OF NATURE, GLORY OF ARCHITECTURE

MPC has had two eye-catching new 
additions this) fall. One is the 
brand spanking new Student Center, 
whcih most students feel is ''beau- 
tiful." It is) about 5,000 square 
feet larger than the old Student 
Union, a remodeled Army barracks 
erected in 1947. 

The building is built on three 
levels, with picture windows over- 
Looking the Forum Stage and the 
numerous oak trees. Inside the 


Center is a cafeteria, where hot 
lunches and snack foods may be pur- 
chased. 

The Associated Students of MPC 
Operate the Center and the food o- 
peration is handled by Mannings, a 
catering service which is under con- 
tract to ASMPC. Also located in the 
Center are four lounge areas, a 
Student Body Office, and bookstore. 

The combined length of the rooms 
is equal to about half a football 
field. The building all together, 
including the walkway to the gym, 
covers 26,488 square feet, and cost 
$1,085,155. Half the construction 
costs came from a federal loan:to the 
Student Body, which is to be repaid 
by student fees and possibly proceeds 
from cafeteria and bookstore sales. 


The other half came from the district's 


$4.7 million bond issue, approved by 
the voters in 1965. 

The concept of the design, for both 
the Ampitheater and the Student Center 
came from a New York architect, 
Edward Larrabee Barnes, whose aim 
was to group non-classroom activities 
in one area on the campus. The con- 
tractor for the job was Tombleson 
Inc. of Salinas. 

The Ampitheater provides seating 
for about 650 persons around the 
Sides of the ravine. The stage at 
the bottom has a circular brick 
pattern and spuares of aggregate. 

The concrete form on the far side 
of the stage is a fire pit to help

warm the outdoor gatherings. This 
forum cost was $66,045. Some 

$30,000 of this came from an anonymous 
donor after it appeared the college 
might not be able to carry out plans. 
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The Board of Trustees toured the 
building two weeks ago and officially 
accepted it. They are not the only 
people to accept it, however. The 
vast majority of students at MPC a- 
gree that the Student Center is "really 
oretty nice.'' One comment was, ''The 
cafeteria isn't serving enough 
organze, or health foods Eric 
Peterson, a new student from San 
Diego, said, "We'll have to wait to 
see what will happen to the car- 
peting when the wet weather comes.'"'
